GRANTED A DIVORCE.

Frank'Houle Hu Ju»t Secured One in 


UM Court* of St. .Louli, After * 


Second Attempt. 


Frank Houle, a former well-known 


resident of Stevens Point, is now liv- 
ing at St. Louis, and on the 26th of 
October was granted a divorce from 
his wife, who resides on the West 
Side in this city. The divorce was 
granted on the grounds of desertion, 
and a little history relative to the 
matter will be of Interest. Mr. Houle 
was quite a successful contractor here, 
making money rapidly, but the town 
was not largo enough finally to suit 
bis tastes and be removed to Milwau- 
kee. ; There he floated on the top 
wave of prosperity for a time, but 
soon "bit off more than he could 
chew/' and failed in business In 1890. 
Mrs. Houlo says from that time on 
he bad no respect tor himself or bis 
family, consisting of a wife and little 
daughter, and she left btm In Decem- 
ber Of that year. This step was taken 
on account of neglect and the fact that 
he associated with other women. She 
says he was also very cruel, disagree- 
able and quarrelsome at times, and 
he lias not contributed to the support 
of bis family for the past Seven years. 
On the contrary In February, 1891, be 
brought a suit against his wife for 
what money and property she had, 
but did not succeed In getting either. 
Before and after, when he would come 
to see bis family be would ask Mrs. 
Houle for money, but was Invariably 
refused. In 1893 be first commenced 
a suit for divorce, but In this be was 
unsuccessful, it being opposed by the 
wife. To her refusal to give Kim 
money he would say that be had 
a woman In Chicago worth $50,- 
000, and that he could get all the 
money he wanted from her. To verify 
this assertion, in December, 1891, he 
sent his wife portions of a letter 
received from another woman, in 
which her admiration for him was 
frequently expressed. 


The last time Frank Houle visited 


Stevens Point was the past summer, 
when he called upon his wife and 
endeavored to persuade her to give 
him the custody of their little daugh- 
ter, but in this he was naturally un- 
successful. 
Mrs. Iloule believes that 


he is unbalanced at times, as the 
change in his actions and habits would 
indicate. The wife offered no oppo- 
artftm to the divorce just granted.

mer, Henry Luce and Albert Strong. 
They spent their time a few miles 
from Dancy, where they were joined 
by Frank Ryaot and Frank Wigel. 
The Wausau Pilot of Thursday tells 
a story of what occurred during their 
stay m tho following manner: 
About 


11 o'clock last night a mud-be-spat- 
tered man drove into tbe city, and 
Immediately began a hunt for tbe 
sheriff. 
He said his name was Strong, 


and that he and three other men 
from Stevens Point had been hunting 
In the vicinity of Dancy and had been 
stopping with a settler there who has 
a penchant for practical jokes.

but later In the forenoon word was 
received hore that the sheriff was 
returning home and had stated that 
the whole thing was a hoax. 


His story In substance Is that at 


about four o'clock yesterday afternoon 
be was engaged In frying flap-jacks 
for tbe evening meal for himself and 
companions, one of whom was lying 
on a bunk, the settler being also pres- 
ent, and two of the party still in the 
woods. During his short sojourn at 
the settler's place, that individual 
had been regaling Mr. Strong with 
tales of bloodthirsty deeds performed 
by himself.

The two then started 
for an old shanty about twenty rods 
distant, and, after reaching the same, 
peered In the upon door and then 
came back and sat down upon a log. 
While this was going on., the settler 
watched the two and then turning to 
Strong, said, "I guess those fellows 
have found that man that 1 killed 
yesterday.

squeal on me? If I did I would take 
my rlllc and kill them both now." 


By this time Strong's hair was on 


end, cold chills were running up his 
spinal column and the flap-Jacks were 
burning on the griddle, but he sum- 
moned up nerve enough to tell the 
settler that those fellows were not of 
the "squealing" kind, after which the 
self-confessed 
murderer 
left 
the 


shanty and going over to where the 
others were sitting on the log, sat 
down beside them and entered into 
conversation. As soon as he left the 
place Strong seized the rifle belonging 
to the settler and emptied Its maga- 
zine, biding the cartridges under the 
bed, after which he put on his coat 
and taking his own gun in his hand, 
started out regardless of the flap-jacks 
then and there burning on the stove. 
In going out he had to pass the three 
men sitting on the log, and as he 
went by be told them he was going 
out after a partridge. 
A few steps 


further on a bend In the road screened 
him from view and he started on a 
run, covering six miles In a short time. 
Then he hired a farmer to take him 
to Moslnec and from there hired 
another conveyance to bring him to 
this city. 
During his flight for the 


sheriff, he often looked back, think- 
ing the settler was on his trail, and 
while he was running he threw away 
his coat, In order to make better 
time. 
Most people who have heard 


the story and know the settler, at 
once concluded that this was another 
of that man's practical jokes and 
awaited with imich Interest the re- 
turn of the olllcers, but the victim 
will not have It a joke and says that 
some one has got to pay him for the 
money he expended in livery rigs and 
he, too, anxiously awaited the return 
of the officers of tho law, Sheriff 
Heste and Deputy Burnett, for the 
latter of whom this was the Ilrst trip 
for the state.

The Court Decldei That M. E. Bronnon 


Can Becorer for Failing Prom a 


Train on the K. F. B. B. 


M. £. Bronson, who has been mak- 


ing Stevens Point his headquarters 
for a couple ol months past, being a 
general collector and claim agent for 
one of thegreat harvesting machinery 
manufacturers, received a decision 
from the U. S. court, the other day, 
that pleases liiin highly. Many read- 
ers of this paper will remember the 
fact that Mr. Bronson met with a 
most serious accident a couple of 
years ago, miraculously 
escaping 


death. 
The particulars were pub- 


lished here and in this vicinity at the 
time, as the victim was well known, 
having formerly lived at WaupacaJ 
fn brief, while going west on a North- 
ern Pacific train, on a cold winter's 
night, he stepped out the door of the 
rear car, the door having been left 
open, and supposing he was going Into 
another car, fell off just as the train 
was going over a bridge as It rounded 
lake Pend d'Orielle. near Saod Point, 
Montana. 
His body fell between the 


ties, down to the Ice covered waters 
below, breaking one of Mr. Branson's 
lowerlimbs. With superhuman effort 
ne managed to regain the bridge, 
crawled over the trestle work, a dis- 
tance of about three-fourths of a mile, 
dragging his shattered limb, and so 
nearly frozen that every spark of his 
will power had to be kept burning to 
keep him from lying, down to die. 
Upon reaching the end of the bridge 
and going some distance further, he 
came to the bridge tender's hut, the 
occupant of which had gone to enjoy 
a New Year ball in the neighboring 
village, and locking the door with a Jewel0ry, 
heavy padlock.

Bronson broke a pane of glass, crawled ' HatS and 
CclpS,

found matches and wood with which 
to builu a flre. His clothes were! 
fro/en stiff to bis body, his liat had Notions, 
been lost in the stream, and after! 
"thawing out," he was able to remove1 SllOW 
his clothing and crawl Into the bridge I 
tender's bed. 
Some time after Bron-1 ShOGS and Slippers, 


son fell oil the train, his absence was j 
discovered, a freight crew was notified Rubbers, 
to look out for him, or his body, and 
they found him as here described. 
He was first taken to the hospital at 
Sprague, Wash, and thereafter spent 
a couple of months at Tacoma. but 
has never fully recovered from the 
injuries received. His offer of settle- 
ment with the company was refused 
after a long delay, a suit was then 
instituted, claiming damages at §50,- 
000, and the question as to whether 
or not the plalotilT could recover on 
the testimony at his command was 
submitted to the U. S. court. This 
has been decided in his favor, and 
the only matter that still remains 
undetermined is the amount that 
will be recovered.

Imagine a herd of lior<,es 


126,000 for which no practical use can bo 
found. Stockmen of the northwest itre to- 
day considering what disposition cau l» 
mode of this liuiiieusu nuinlxjrof unlniuls. 


This great lifrd roams tho pntlrlee of 


Montana, North Uukota, WaBlilngton and 
northern Idaho. They ore grazing upon 
gruKH thut in rw|iiirxl fur tho Bustcrmnce 
of cuttle and hheep nnd uro practically 
worthless for any vurjiot*. 
The cause of 


B scrioue condition is duo to tho bicycle 


und to struct car systems operated by cleo- 
urlcity and by cable, tho unoof whloli with- 
in tho hist few years have so largely done 
awny with the employment of horses. 
In 


some of the districts named the homes are 
.ncrenglng so rapidly in numbers that they 
are Actually crowding live stock, used for 
•applying the meut market* of the coun- 
try, off ranges where they find grass on 
which to subsist. 


The men who own this vast cumber of 


iors*s, ranging, as they do, over such a 
argo expanse of territory, can devise no 
ucans of relief, and they are practically 
lelplcss. Excellent horses, unbroken, can 


bought for from 96 to 115 a head, but 


oven at this low figure no buycra can Iw 
lound, while tho horses, too valuable to be 
destroyed and at the same time too expen- 
sive to keep alive, continue to multiply 


An a result of the liberal policy adopted 


by tho Northern Pacific and other railroad 
companies of the northwest, after meas- 
ures were adopted by the government to 
clrcumBcrilx) and keep tho Indians within 
certain Ixwnds, the great ranges at one 
ilme occupied by elk, buffalo, deer and 
antelope were quickly taken up by capltal- 
sts, who, having hoard of the fame of this 
region aa hunting grouiufa, established 
ranches there and began raising stock on 
a large scale. Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars were invcMul in cattle and 1/irgo 
lords of stock bought in Texas, Ari/.ona 
and other states und territories iu the 
southwest and driven to thuiieh ranges in 
northern Idaho, North .Dakota, Washing- 
ion and Montana to fatten on the nutri- 
tions bunch grata which grows so lux- 
uriantly there. Immense fortunes were 
niudo in this way, and cuttle kings were 
numbered by the score 


Among tliet.0 stockmen were many who 


raised largo herds of horses, either sepa- 
rately or In conjunction with cattle. When 
the Northern Pacific railroad was com- 
)lotod, ranch greater accessibility to the 
lorse markets of tho east was possible. So 
encouraging was tho investment in horses 
that many owners increased their herds to 
as high as 10,000 or 18,000 head. 


Attention was given to raising finer 


rrndes of horses and abandoning tho half 
ireed and broncho grades. Largo draft 
tones at one time found ready sale in 
tho eastern states and in Europe. It was 
also thought that there would be an exccl- 
ent market for horses in largo cities, where 
street oar companies use the<*o animals for 
motive power. For a number of years 
here was much profit In raising stock for 
street car use, hut when electricity and tho 
able system were adopted the profits in 
lorse raising gradually diminished until, 
nstead of there being galus, there was a 
constant loss. 


Importations of fine breeding stock from 


Kentucky and eastern states, a* well as 
rom England and Scotland, were made, 
bat it was found that the hone industry 
wan on the decrease 
Shipments to east- 


ern and middle western states over one 
railroad alone dropped from 10,000 hood 
'early to 2,000. To such an oxte ,t did 
.lie market depreciate that, instead of mak- 
ng money, horse owners found that they 
ihey stood a good chance of going Into 
xmkruptcy. 


Then the bicycle come into genoral use 


,ud tho horse raising Industry received its 
InM blow. Those who had been in the 
xabit of using smkllo horses found that a 
jlcyole did not roqulro to bo "broken In," 
nor did it require feeding or stabling, 
while in many ways tho machine was ca- 
pable of being applied to greater use than. 
k horse. 


This surplus of 186,000 honoa consists 


not alone of bronohoa or cattle horses, but 
In it may bo found such stock as coach 
and Clydesdale horses, nearly all of which, 
however, are unbroken. Among them are 
(ho descendants of some very high priced 
italllous. One rancher near Walla Walla, 


vih., hoa 8,000 horse* on his range, all 


of which are finely bred. 
These ho is will- 


ing to sell at 110 per head, "big and lit- 
tle," M the saying is among cattlemen, 
which means colts as well as tho grown 
animal*. H« can find no purchaser for his 
•took. 


Tit* question which 1« now agitating 


UMM* stockmen la, "What can be done to 
rid the range* of this Immense number of 
homos lu order that pa«turage may be 
provided for the largo herds of cattle and 
sheopf" For cattle of this description an 
•mount of pasturage is required which a 
person other than a stockman or on* eon- • 


nant with tho situation bannoilmagtoe. 


Of oouno them 1* no feeding In that part 
at the • country for oattle during winter, 
for they mnm out of door* during the en- 
tire y«r; therefore they must depend tor 
food entirely upon the bunch and o*h«r 


txM which grow on tho prairie* and In 


the mountains. 


In 1805 an experiment was made with a 


view of providing a way out of tho trou- 
ble. A plant was established at Portland, 
Or., for the purpose of slaughtering 
horses and canning tho meat for export to 
Frnnoe. Tho plant was operated less than 
one yoar, however, for It did not succeed, 
Horesomon then sought to Induce beef 
slaughtering, pocking and rendering es- 
tablishments in tho United States to take 
horses for slaughtering purposes, but tho 
attempt failed. The pocking house own- 
ers absolutely declined to odd horso slaugh- 
tering and canning to their beef slaugh- 
tering Industry, on the ground that if it 
became generally known that they wore 
canning homo moat tho Mile of their can- 
ned boot would bo materially affected, If 
not entirely destroyed. 


Proprietors of rendering establish ments 


refused to go west to buy horses "from tho 
range" f >r tho reason that they wore able 
to obtain lu the cities all tho discarded 
horsei they needed at a few dollars per 
head, or at tho slight cost of hauling them 
from different parts of cities to their es- 
tablishments. Horse owners in tho west 
were thus again disappointed tn finding 
a marKct for their stocks in largo cities as 
they nad expected.— New York Herald.

keen, rich, passionate und enkindling style, 
he mustered them into that stately and 
triumphant procession wherein, as somn 
of us still think, they will go marching on 
to the world's end. 


There •Mure then in congress several oth- 


er men who could have written the Decla- 
ration of Independence, aud written it 
well—notably Franklin, either of the two 
Adunibcs, Hlchard Henry Lee, William 
Llvinghtou, aud, best of all, but for his 
own opjxjsitlou to tho measure, John 
Dickinson; but hod any one of these other 
men written the Declaration of Indepeud 
once, while it would have contained doubt- 
less nearly tho samo topics and nearly tho 
same great formulas of political statement, 
it would yet have bceu a wholly different 
composition from this of Jefferson. 
No 


one at all familiar with his other writings, 
as well as with the writings of hi* chief 
contemporaries, could ever have a mo- 
ment's doubt, even if the fact were not al- 
ready notorious, that this document was 
by Jefferson. 
Ho put into it something 


that was his own, und that no one eUo 
could huvo put there. Ho put himself into 
it—his own gonlus, hii own moral force, 
his fultli in God, his fuith in ideas, his love 
of innovation, his passion for progress, his 
invincible enthusiasm, his Intolerance of 
prescription, of injustice, of cruelty; his 
sympathy, his clarity of vision, his afflu- 
ence of diction, his power to (ling out great 
phrases which will long fire and cheer tho 
souls of men struggling against political 
unrighteousness. 


A ud herein lies its essential orginality, 


perhaps the most procloua and Indeed 
almost the only originality ever attaching 
to any great literary product that is repre- 
sentative of its time. He made for himself 
no improper claim, therefore, when he di- 
rected thut upon tlie granite obelisk at his 
grave should be curved the words, "Hero 
was buried Thomas Jefferson, author of 
tho Declaration of Independence."—Moses 
Colt Tyler, Professor of History in Cornell 
University, lu North American Bovlew.

give its tables of contents if all advertise- 
ments wore withheld from Its pages? Not 
a single one of them, and I except none. 
Tho actual cost of the single number of 
any of our magazines Is beyond average 
public conception. That cost is possible to 
their owners only and solely because of the 
income derived from the advertisements. 
At tho low price for which the majority of 
our periodicals are sold today no profit 
whatever etisuos from that source. 
"It is for this reason that every reader of

The night preceding tho advent of th 


olrciu U generally a restless ami gome 
limes ••leepleM one for the average you UK 
Btor. Visions of massive spreads of white 
camiu, gulden chariots, mountains of elo- 
ptuuits and guyly prancing steeds excite 
his bruin. 


Just such » boy one morning stood a 


the edge of a bare field of pasture groum 
wot with dew and covered with gllgh 
mist, In the gray, uncertain light of tin 
early morn. There wa* not the slightest 
evidence that anything unusual was going 
to happen there. 


At 3:30 the strained ear of the watvhe 


detected tho approach of a railroad train 
and a few moments afterward the first see 
tlon of the circus train came thundering 
into sight Instantly the cars came to i 
standstill; every soul on board wa* aroused 
The horses were making a lively tateoc 
with their hoof* upon the floors of the cars. 
Wagons were being run off the flat cars, as 
tho boss canvauuan, with 20 brawny as- 
sistants, each carrying a bundle of iron 
rod about 8 feet long, reached the field. 


It takes but a moment for the tniinw 


eye of the boss to select the moat favorable 
position for the main entrance, which is a 
one end of the menagerie tent, and one o 
the Iron rods is stuck In the ground to 
mark the spot While one man holds the 
end of the tape measure at this point an< 
other walks In a straight line to a point 
87 M feetaway, and another rod Is stuck in 
the ground to indicate the position of the 
first center pole. Continuing on this line, 
tods are driven every 60 feet apart, to mark 
the places for five muter poles. 


Using the first and fifth poles as centers, 


a man measures 87K feet and walks 
around a half circle, followed by men with 
toe Iron rods, who thrust one into the 
ground every three paces, thus marking 
the circumference of the round ends of the 
tent The sides are measured in a straight 
line, using the rods, each of which hag a 
white rag tied to ita head, except some 
with red raga, which show where the BO 
foot middle pleeas join and are to be laced 
together. The survey now shows that the 
top of the menagerie tent is made up of 
four center pieces, each 50 feet in width, 
and a round piece, 175 feet in diameter, 
which la divided and used for the round 
ends of tho tent 


With mathematical accuracy the boss 


canvosman locates the main or "big top," 
the main dressing room and wardrobe 
tent, side show and freaks' dressing tent, 
cooks' tent and dining room tout Prompt- 
ly, silently and with perfect system every 
stake, pole and rope is distributed to its 
proper place. 


The boss now blows a whistle, and a 


crowd of men with sledges 8 feet long and 
weighing 18 or 80 pounds is divided into 
three gangs of eight men each, who com- 
mence to drive the stakes. Whore an Iron 
rod stood tho leader of each gang starts a 
stake BO that It will stand alone. Then the 
men rain heavy blows in rapid succession 
upon tho stake until it Is driven well Into 
the ground. 
Each man averages a blow a 


second; so the stake receives seven blows 
each second. 


Tho stakes ore about 6 feet long and 8 


inches In thickness, and there nro over 
1,000 of them to be driven, a task which 
would take ordinary laborers half n day to 
accomplish, but which Is easily done by 
theso mon lunido of 45 minutes. 


Again the whistle Pounds, and tho mon 


spring to the first of tho center poles, which 
have boon laid by thepolorirfgeialnto posi- 
tion for raising. To the top of each polo 
arc nttachod three long ropes, which are 
called the "main guys." Tho boss call*: 
"All hands on tho main guy! Up with 
horl" And 25 or 80 mon pull on tho 200 
feet of rope, while u dozen others arc lift- 
Ing with shoulders under tho big polo, 
which IB kept from slipping at tho base by 
a crowbar In tho hands of the boss canvas- 
man. 


Tho trained eye of tho boss detects the 


moment tho polo Is brought to o precise 
perpendicular, when ho orders the mon to 
make fust tho main guys, and tho polo 
stands erect and firm, 00 feet from baso to 
tip. In tho meantime nix huge rolls of 
canvas, each a section of the tent, have 
been dropped from wagons and lie near the 
bases of tho poles. At tho signal tho mon 
unfold a roll of canvas and spread it into 
position upon tho ground. Then the mon 
separate Into small gangs, and, com mono- 
ing at tho outer edge and working toward 
the center, laco the canvas together. 


The canvas is laced to the heavy bate 


rings which encircle the center poles and 
tiro raised by ropes which run through the 
blocks at* tho top of tho poles. Before the 
lacing reaches tho center poles the five 
gangs of polo riggers elevate tho bale rings 
five or six foot and stand under tho canvas 
with hands on ropes until tbo lacing Is fin- 
ished, when they hoist tho canvas 10 or 12 
feet, and tho pulley blocks creak under the 
strain. 


Farther than this the men cannot lift 


tho ponderous weight until the canvas Is 
further raised by the quarter and side 
pole*. Tho side poles aro next hoisted, 
raising the middle of tho trough 36 foot 
from tho ground. 
The weight of tho can- 


vas and tho pressure of tho air on Its enor- 
mous surface makes this feat no easy one, 
and in wet weather tho task is greatly In- 
creased. It requires the combined efforts 
of 15 nion to pull with ropes these quarter 
poles, bearing their weight of canvas, into 
position. Now tho lifting of the canvas to 
tho full height of tho center polos is easily 
accomplished. 


Tho building of tho tent IB finished by 


putting up the side walls. Only three- 
quarters of an hour have passed sinco the 
first stake wagon reached tho lot, and tho 
canvas structure stands complete, covering 
on area of 300 I>y IfiO feet. 


Tho whirttlo Rounds again, and 85 men 


rush to ihe center polos of the "liig top. " 
A very few minutes only are required to 
raise thorn Into position, when the mon, 
with appetitor sharpened by their brisk 
work, scamper off to tho dining tent. — 
New York Journal

In 
this she keeps her eggs stored up, and this 
she carries about with her wherever she 
goes, guarding it us a treasure, and no\er 
parting with it until driven to do so by 
force greater than her own. If attacked by 
any other insect, sho will sacrifice her own 
life rather than give up her precious nurs- 
ery. 


When the young spiders aro hatched, 


they make tholr way out of the bag by a 
hole (formed by tho mother) and cllrig in 
cluster* to her sides and back, or even her 
lays, and aro thus carried about and guard- 
ed and fed until they have cast tholr first 
•kin and aro able to care for thomselvea. 
Mo hen in a farmyard ever guards her lit- 
tle feathered brood of chicks with greater 
or more loving care than tho tiny spider 
•hows In watching over her large family of 
60 or 00 or it may be 100 children. A 
aplder has boon known, In very hard times 
of famine, to kill and eat her own elderly 
and near relations, but in defense of her 
offspring she will readily endanger her own 
life.—Quiver.

Whether this should be 
so Is a question that will stand some dis- 
cussion, but thus far tho cyclists have 
sought only to Impose a small assessment 
upon actual users of the wheel when mon- 
ey has boon needed to construct cycle puthsi 
A few yoaw ago Mr. Charles T. Baymond 
of Lockport, N. Y., one of tho pioneers In 
cycle path construction, declared that 
"what Is used by all and needed by all 
should bo paid for by all," and this rule 
has commanded approval among wheel- 
men who have takon up tho work of cycle 
path making. 


Under favoring conditions cycle paths 


cost from *75 to «loo per mile. The sur- 
face width of tho path should not bo loss 
than 4 foot and noccl not bo more than 7 
foot, except in raro cases. 
The paths are 


gonorally laid out on tho grass grown road- 
side, paral'yl with tho wagonwny. Tho 
grass Is first cut close to tho ground, after 
which tho material—soft conl, cinders or 
Bcramod gravel—is put on In a thin layer 
and so shupcd and packed OH to slope down- 
ward from tho ounter to each sldo.

auditor, Mrs. John FavjJle, Appleton. 
Vice presidents for the Congressional 
districts were elected, Mrs. G. E. Mc- 
I)ill, of Stevens Point, being- chosen 
for the 8th.

wives 
present. 


Three times within a year was the 
club obliged to move to new and 
larger quarters. Now the pleasant 
clubroom which is always open is a 
common meeting ground for 
two 


classes of women, who though having 
much in common, have seldom been 
able to come together, each to give 
the best of herself to the other. 
Monthly literary programmes are car- 
ried out, a course of reading is car- 
ried on and the bonds of a common 
sisterhood are being closely knit. 
In 


other places in Minnesota, the mer- 
chants have asked the privilege of 
furnishing the clubroom. 
Creches 


have been opened and village im- 
provement societies formed in many 
ulstricts.

About 4:30 Thursday a cyclone struck 


New Orleans on tbe river front, Just 
above Pension street, and swept over 
a distance of about a mile and a half, 
or thirty blocks from Pension street 
to Hobin street, tbe (rack of the storm 
being about 1,500 feet wide from the 
river to Annunciation street. The first 
building damaged was the Independ- 
ence oil mill, situated at the head of 
Pension street. It was unroofed and 
building and contents damaged to the 
amount of $6,000. The conveyors of the 
new elevator of the Illinois Central rail- 
road were slightly damaged and John 
White Meyer and John J. Buck, em- 
ployed at the elevator, were severely 
injured. 


Hundreds of buildings in the track 


of the storm were damaged, many be- 
ing partly unroofed 
and 
chimneys 


prostrated, trees uprooted and fences 
blown down. Some lives were reported 
lost at first, but so far these reports 
have not been verified. The property 
loss is estimated at $100,000. 


I.OS8 OF LIFE IN OKLAHOMA. 


IJlBtrlct Several MIleH Wide Devastated— 


Much Damage In Payne County. 


Guthrie, O. T., special: 
A cyclone, 


swept over a stretch of country about 
twenty miles east of here at 7:30 o'clock 
Wednesday night, devastating a dis- 
trict several miles long and probably 
a hundred yards v.-ide. 
Tho 
farm- 


bouse of William Toby was first in 
the path of the storm. The building 
wan destroyed and Toby was probably 
fatally injured. The other members of 
his family escaped. 


Half a mile further north the Mit- 


chell postofficc and store was lifted 
bodily into tho air, carried a hundred 
yards and dashed to the earth. 
The 


building was saashed into splinters, 
and postmaster M. L. Mullin and his 
wife, who lived in the buildiitg, were 
killed. They died clasped in each oth- 
er's arms. 
The Muilms came here 


from Rock Island, 111. 


Rumors are current here that the 


same storm did frightful damage fur- 
ther northeast, in Payne county, and 
that several persons were killed there, 
but particulars are not 
obtainable. 


Tnere was a tremendous fall of rain 
here and considerable- damage waa 
don* by washouts and the carrying oft 
of crops. 


At Wewoka, I. T., the cyclone de- 


stroyed Gov. Brown's store, a new 
church and four other buildings. Sev- 
eral persons were hurt, but none seri- 
ously. At mine No. 12, near Krebs, 
it is reported five people were killed. 


In Lincoln county Mr. and Mrs. John 


McLaughlin have been found dead In 
the ruins of their home and Harrison 
Jones will die of bis injuries.

Two 
colored men and two colored women 
and 'a baby were drowned in Lake 
Bruen, wliere they were carried by the 
wind. 


The storm passed through the out- 


skirts of the town of Delay, Miss., and 
demolished several houses. The house 
of Milton Eskridge was blown away, 
but his wife and seven children who 
were in the house miraculously escaped 
with slight bruiees. The extent of the 
damage cannot be given, but no casu- 
alities have as yet been reported. Not j 
a tree was left standing in the cyclone's 
path. 


FEARFUL COLLIERY DISASTER. 


81 Men Known to Be Killed by an Ex- 


plosion at Wllk«g-Barre, Fa. 


A terrible explosion of gas occurred 


in No. 3 mine of the Lehigh and WUkes- 
Barre Coal company in South Wi'lkes- 
Barre between 1 and 2 o'clock Thurs- 
day afternoon. Six men are known to 
be dead, and two injured. It is not yet 
known how many men 
were in the 


mine at the time of the expljsion, but 
twelve are reported missing, and it is 
believed all these have perished. The 


The cause of the explosion will prob- 


ably nevpr be known. The mine was 
idle for the day. 
Usually there arc 


from 400 to 500 men employed in the 
mine. The only men in the mine were 
the company hands and fire bosses, 
v. ho were at work in the rock tunnel 
changing the air course. 


March 2, 1890, in this same colliery, 


eight men were imprisoned, and died 
before they could he reached by the 
rescuing party. 


Shortly before 10 o'clock Sunday 


forenoon two puwnger trains on the 
St. Louia & San Francisco railroad, go- 
ing in opposite directions, collided 
nearly opposite Windsor station, about 
thirteen miles from St. Louis, Mo., In- 
stantly killing eight persons and in- 
juring twenty-one. 


The collision occurred between tbe 


second section of an excursion train 
bound west and the "Frisco" Valley 
Park accommodation. The excursion 
train was bound for St. James, Mo., 100 
miles westgOf St. Louis, where the Mis- 
souri Home for Aged Veterans was 
dedicated under the auspices of 
the 


Grand Army of the Republic and the 
Woman's Relief corps. The first sec- 
tion had gone through safely, and the 
second left St. Louis about 9 o'clock. 
This section should have stopped at 
Spring Park. Instead of, doing so it 
passed by the station, and soon after 
met the accommodation coming down 
grade at full speed. The collision was 
terrific, both engines being demolished 
and a number of cars telescoped. Doc- 
tors from surrounding. towns hurried 
to the scene and rendered what'assist- 
ance they could to the suffering, wno 
were transported to a place of safety. 


The coroner's jury that investigated 


the collision of Sunday, which resulted 
in nine deaths, has returned a verdict 
finding that it was due to the careless- 
ness of George Atwood, conductor, and 
J. A. Dryden, engineer, in charge of the 
west-bound train, and the failure of the 
St. Louis & San Francisco railroad 
company in this case to exercise proper 
supervision over the movement of its 
trains. 


Murder Myatcry Cleared. 


James W. Sprague, formerly ol 


Bloomington, 
111., was arrested 
at 


Springfield, charged with the murder 
of William 
F. Dixon, a prominent 


young man of Bloomington, 111., on the 
night of Aug. 20. Sprague was arrest- 
ed on information given by Mrs. Ida 
Chambers, formerly of Athens, 111., 
with whom Sprague had boarded. After 
the murder, it is alleged, he confessed 
the killing to Mrs. Chambers, saying 
it was because Dixon had wronged his 
daughter. The murder created a de- 
cided sensation.

Others arc not 
so fortunate and f.ul to yield to the 
hypnotic influence. 
Vet the number 


of people who come for treatment has 
been on the increase ever since the doc- 
tor's hypnotic operating-room 
was 


opened, so that hypnosia has come to 
be one of the standard anaesthetics in 
Chicago dentistry and surgery. 
The 


enterprising young Canadian is a phy- 
sician aricl surgeon as well as a den- 
tist and hypnotist, and he does not 
hesitate to put people under hypnotic 
influence as a means of deadening pain 
in delicate surgical operations. 
The 


Chicago School of Psychology ia what 
the establishment is called, and there 
are a number of students attentTing 
the school studying hypnotism and the 
so-called method of "treatment by sug- 


gestion." Clinics are held daily, and 
many people attend them for treatment 
for all manner of a.TlicUoris. When a 
patient comes a careful history of 'his 
case is taken. Then he is sent,to the 
operating-room, where he lit-- flat on 
his back in a big reclining ch^ir. The 
doctor then takes hie position beside 
the patient and begins (he hypnotizing 
process. 
Holding his Hglu forefinger 


in front of the subject's eyes, he re- 
quests him to look at it and concen- 
trate his mind on the object to be de- 
sired—sleep. Then he moves his hand 
back and forth before the patient's 
eyes, chanting in a soothing monotone: 
"Yo-r eyes are beginning to water, 
your eyelids are 
beginning to fe^l 


heavy, 
you are 
beginning 
to feel 


drowsy all over, your lids are closing, 
you are going to sleep—let yourself 
go now—go to sleep—sound asleep!" 


By this time the patient Is usually 


in the hypnolic state and ready to act 
on the oungestions of 
the operator. 


The doctor does not try any experi- 
ments 0:1 his sick people as in the clin- 
ics abroad, nor does he insist on a 
deep degree of hypnosis. 
He merely 


assures himself that the subjective 
state le reached, and that the patient 


is in a condition to receive sugges- 
tions. 
Then If, for instance, the ail- 


ment is a headache, the method of op- 
eration is something as follows: Light- 
ly resting his hand on the patient's 
head, the physician first commands 
attention and then tells the subject 
the headache is about to depart. There 
is no reason for that headache, he ar- 
gues, hence it will not exist in future— 
iu fact, it is already gone. After elab- 
orating und repeating this statement 
many times, he commands the best of 
health in every respect, dealing with 
the symptoms in detail, and finally 
awakening the sleeper with a softly 
spoken word of command. Thie meth- 
od is followed with all the cases Lhat 
do not need -actual drugs or surgical 
treatment. With children there usual- 
ly is greater success than with grown 
people, for the reason that children 
have no prejudices to overcome; nor 
with them is there the latent antago- 
nism often found in people who really 
believe in hypnotism. 
One 
of the 


"record cases" of the School of Psy- 
chology is a very delicate and danger- 
ous abdominal surgical operation per- 
formed on a little child apparently 
without inflicting the slightest pain.

RAISING OSTRICH PLUMES.

California, which supplies us with so 


many luxuries, Is now producing a good 
part of the ostrich feathers for which there 
Is a steady demand lu the American mar- 
ket. It has taken more than a dozen years 
for the ostrich fanners to put their enter- 
prises on a paying basis, but now, after 
many disastrous failures, a man who owns 
an ostrich farm and knows how to manage 
It Is reasonably sure of a good Income 
There are seven or eight ostrich farms In 
southern California, and they produce 
about $100,000 worth of feathers annually, 
but that amount Is by no means all clear 
profit 
In the first place, a good ostrich 


farm represents an Investment of from 
•15,000 to 120,000. Then there la the 
wages of employees, and as skilled labor 
must be employed this Is no small item. 


By long years of experience the Cali- 


fornia ostrich farmers have learned much 
that Is valuable and Interastlog about the 
biggest and most foolish of birds, aad they 
laugh at some of the misinformation which 
travelers In Africa have so abundantly dis- 
tributed. The first thing that a child at 
school learns about an o',crtch Is that the 
bird hides his head when frightened. That 
Is one thing that the ostrich does not da 
He just runs. 


But when he Is not frightened and only 


angry—well, then Is a good time for you

to run. I read the other day In an English 
magazine a Briton's account of his visit to 
an African ostrich farm In which he jaun- 
tily asserted that while some people might 
be timid about entering an ostrich In- 
closure, he himself could never understand 
It It was BO easy, he said, to grab a 
charging bird by the neck and hold hla 
head cown until his anger cooled, and as 
for meeting an angry ostrich 'while on 
horseback, why, that was mere play. 


In contrast to the boasting of this valiant 


but inexperienced BrVton is the statement 
made by Mr. H. G. Lawson of Pomona 
Valley, one of the pioneer ostrich farmers 
of California. 
"I had to quit ostrich farming; myself," 


said Mr. Lawson, " because I was actually 
afraid to be about the birds as much as the 
work demanded. The craclest, meanest 
mule that ever existed Is a complacent, 
good natured beast when compared with a 
mean ostrich. I have had my leg broken 
once and have been black and blue and so 
sore that I could not get out of bed for 
weeks at a time as the result of the work 
of plucking an ostrich-hen. In one season 
two of my strongest,' most agile men had 
bones broken- by- unruly ostriches. The 
birds can kick In every direction, and there 
Is no dodging their blows. 


"As for taming the birds or making pets 


of them, it can't be done. I used to think 
It could be, but I gave It up after nearly 
having my life-kicked out 
The hens 


haven't brains enough to recognize a man 
from one day to the other. Even those that 
are brought up around the house as chick- 
ens grow wild as they grow older. When 
the hens are setting, the males are the 
wickedest, and they will kick at anything 
within taach, I have seen them kick a 
thick board fence and leave dents that you 
would swear must have been made by a 
man with a heavy hammer." 


An ostrich fight' Is always a lively en- 


counter. The birds fight as naturally as 
they eat and just about as often, for there 
la always a row when they are fed 
Tfeey 


rush at each other with blind fury, kick- 
Ing straight out In front with their wicked 
claws distended. Sometimes their legs KTB 
broken and sometimes they come out of 
the fray with no other damage than a bole 
torn In their breasts. 


The employees on »m ostrich farm ven- 


ture In aoMafl the biros only when It Is 
absolutely''necessary, and'then they go 
armed with long poles, on the ends of 
which are crooks. Wbon a bird charges, 
they catch his neck In this crook and force 
him to his knees. Once does not always

I explain- 
ed the situation to some of my neighbors, 
but not one of them had more than a few 
dollars as pocket money. I thought of go- 
Ing down town and trying there, but I 
knew that every place, of any account 
would be closed. 


"I didn't believe that the ticket agent 


would take a strange check, and I couldn't 
go into a strange place like a hotel or the 
telegraph office and ask for the money. 


"Then I thought of raising tho money 


by getting a money order by telegraph, 
but on second thought I realized that my 
correspondent out west would have the 
same trouble la trying to raise 9200 on a 
holiday. It looked d3 if I would be obliged 
to wait until my bank opened on Monday 
or get a small check cashed and huve the 
balance sent to me later." 


"What did you dof" 
"Nothing. I didn't get another tele- 


gram. If I had been summoned to the 
side of a deathbed, I would have been in 
a similar fix. When the banks close for 
two days, they can create lots of trouble 
and anxiety. Just keep that in mind if 
you expect to bo called away suddenly."—

ICE LOCKED SECRETS. 


What IB to Be Gained From Arctic Ex- 


ploration. 


To ascertain with greater precision the 


shape, size and density of the earth, the 
astronomer's base of measures, and thus 
render the science of surveying more ac- 
curately, ten pendulum observations near 
the unknown extreme of the arc ore worth 
a hundred elsewhere. 
Observations on 


magnetism, especially near the magnetic 
pole, will benefit the thousands of ocean 
vessels which largely depend for their safe- 
ty on the precision with which the com- 
pass can be interpreted.' To the meteorol- 
ogist the arctic Is of special Importance, 
because It presents the extreme of a world 
embracing system, each of whose parts af- 
fects every other. Tides and currents are 
similarly Interdependent The aurora can 
beet be studied where It Is moat common 
and most fully developed. 


Observations on the character and behav- 


ior of plants and animals under the 
unique conditions of the arctic will give 
to the student of organic life a more thor- 
ough mastery of his problems. To that 
end the hydrography must be known— 
depth of sea, temperature, water move- 
ment, sea bottom, salinity, light. Tho 
arctic affords the best facilities for study- 
ing one set of geologic forces glaciers, ice- 
bergs, frost fissuring—In their extreme 
manifestations. The condition of the earth 
In past geologic epochs will not be fully 
known until the strata of the arctic lands 
have been mapped. To the paleontologist 
the arctic has already yielded most valua- 
ble Information In tbo fossil evidence of a 
mild climate. Lockwood and Bralnard 
found tho slopes of western Qrtnnell Land 
studded with large petrified tree stumps. 
These and similar fossils, precious to mu- 
seums or geologic cabinets, can probably 
be reached by way of Hayes sound; To tho 
ethnologist the Eskimos represent a phase 
of human Ufa without a parallel;—Popu- 
lar Science Monthly.

fME SCENE OF ONE OF WALTER 


SCOTT'S BEST STORIES.

The Norman nobles, M well as the Sax- 


on peasants, loved the forest, though In * 
different fashion. The peasants built their 
wattied huts lu the depths o( the woods, 
where they saw the timid bare* frltklug In 
the March moonlight or heard «ba whir 
of the shy pheasant M he row from the 
ground at their feet. Th* Norman noble 
traversal tho forest with horse and hound 
and erected his hunting lodge near the out- 
skirts of the wood*, strong for defence, 
cunningly devised for concealment and 
beautiful for pleasure and feasting. 


Such, with 1U tower and labyrinths, was 


the hunting seat of Woodstock; rich with 
legends of king* who lovod to hnnt In Ox- 
ford wood, from the days of Stephen and 
his tricks played on Wlnkln. the Woodstock 
tailor, to the time of the Stuarts. 


A king's pork, especially If the king 


were a Norman, usually showed some 
thought of picturesque effect. Clearings 
were made so that the golden sunlight 
might glow on the massive and rugged 
trunka and the rich bronae and coppery 
tints of autumn foliage, or the "silvery 
silence" of moonshine Infold, some ancient 
tree hid In a very mist of Its own moat. 


The original manor house of Woodstock 


was built by King Henry I, but It was 
added to by many succeeding kings, espe- 
cially by Henry II, who built for the use 
of the beautiful Lady Rosamond Clifford a 
curiously planned dwelling with a tower 
and drawbridge and many vaults com 
munlcatlng with each other underground 
and lined with brick and stone, also vari- 
ous secret staircases and apartments. 
The building was of considerable strength, 
and one of the inner courts Inclosed a wall- 
ed spring called "Rosamond's well," to be 
used in case of a siege. 


The moat singular point about the bouse 


was that a person who understood Its plan 
might live within and pass from room to 
room and not bo seen by those whom be 
wished to avoid, or he might con verse with 
others in tho great hall and without appar- 
ently opening a door disappear by secret 
ways and soon afterward be encountered 
in the "wood or on the road at a distance 
from the house. 


The forest Is a most beautiful one, with 


ancient and broad spreading oaks—"the 
king's oak," etc.—and many glades and 
wide greenwood ranges. 


An old story, long believed by the peo- 


ple, but untrue In many respects, Is that 
the trees or shrubs of the pleasure grounds 
were arranged in a maze or labyrinth, only 
to be traversed by one who held the clew, 
and that one day Queen Eleanor, watch- 
Ing the king from a hiding place, discover- 
ed this clew, and entering after his depar- 
ture found the lovely Lady Rosamond and 
made her drink a cup of poison from her 
own royal hand. Lady Rosamond really 
left Woodstock of her free will and spent 
the hist years of her life In a religions 
house, untroubled by king or queen. 
Tennyson has, however, preserved the folk 
story lu his "Dream of Fair Women," In 
which Fair Rosamond appears. 


Many of the simple country people In 


Oxfordshire, having heard such stories of 
these from, childhood, were afraid to go 
near the lodge of Woodstock after sunset, 
especially as the forest roads were narrow 
and darkened by the shadows of mighty 
oaks and beeches. Weird tales of things 
seen and heard were rife when Oliver 
Cromwell sent his commissioners down to 
take possession of the property for the ben- 
efit of parliament 


Five or six of these officials, with their 


secretary and servants, took lodgings In 
Woodstock House and behaved with lit- 
tle respect for the old traditions of the 
place, brewing ale In tho ancient council 
hall and causing the "king's oak" to be 
dug up and cut Into firewood, throwing It 
Into the dining hall as their woodhouso. 


But they did not stay long. Soon curi- 


ous noises were heard, the wood was 
thrown violently about by Invisible hands, 
and their own beds wero shaken and tum- 
bled until they were pitched out on tho 
floor and their books of valuation were 
burned. At lost they fled In terror, leav- 
ing another ghostly legend behind them. 


The secret Is easily unraveled. The 


king's followers, of whom there were many 
In the loyal neighborhood of Oxford, knew 
of the curiously planned hiding places In 
the Woodstock-lodge and used them to 
frighten tho commissioners—an easy feat 
In so superstitious an ago. 


Sir Walter Scott takes this Incident as 


the basis of his romance of "Woodstock." 
The Puritan lover, Morkhom Evomrd, for 
the sako of his cousin, sweet Alice Lee, en- 
treats tho permission of Cromwell for the 
returns of her father, Sir Henry Lee, a 
sturdyiloyalUt; andfennerty keeper of the 
royal fomt, tcnhlaX home at Woodstock. 
Cromwell readily grants this, having a 
shrewd suspicion that the fugitive prince, 
Charles Stuart, will seek refuge there when 
It Is again In Sir Henry's hands. 


The arrival of the prince at Woodstock 


In disguise and his perils and final escape 
make a most thrilling tale. The romance 
ends with a graphic description of the res- 
toration of Charles to his father's throne, 
When* WoodstMfc bsaonbs <4agaln a royal 
cha*v and-th* tall f«r4s»on*e more rustle 
waist high around tho king's warders. 


One of the most Interesting characters in 


the story, Boris, Sir Henry Lse's faithful 
dogl may almost be called a historical one, 
as belli drawn ftton Maldn, Sir Walter 
Scott's famous doerhound, whoso portrait 
was painted by Landseer. Ho Is described 
as " a large wolf dog, In strength a mastiff, 
In form- and almost In fleet ness a groy- 
hdtand. Bevls was tho noblest of the kind 
that ever pulled down'a stag, tawny col- 
ored like a lion, with a black muzzle and 
black feet, just edged with a lino of white 
around tho toes. Ho was as tractable as he 
was strong and bold." 


BcvU, Indeed, plays no unimportant port 


In tho tale, for ho recognizes Trusty JOB 
when his disguise had baffled all big former 
acquaintances, comes near putting an end 
to Charles' career as ho tries to enter Wood- 
stock through the window by night; Is 
even sentenced to death and afterward set 
free along with Sir Henry Lee, and tho 
very lost words of the romance tell of his 
death, for his loyal heart could not long 
survive hi* master's loss 


For several years ho hod boon too old 


and stiff to range tho forest and keep off 
poachers as In his primp 
"To He by Sir 


Henry's foot In the summer or by tho fire 
In winter, to raise his head to look on him, 
to lick his withered hand or his shriveled 
cheek from time to time, seemed now all 
that Boris lived for." Nor was he sepa- 
rated oven In death. ''The Imago of Bevls 
lies carved nt his master's foot on the tomb 
that was erected to tho memory of Sir 
Henry Lee"—two faithful guardians of 
the king's forest—Ella F Moses la Phila- 
delphia Tl

LAW AND MEDICINE. 


Profresi of the One Much More Rapid 


Than the Other. 


Mr Justice Vaughan Williams, In pre- 


senting the scholarships, medaLt, prizes 
and certificates awarded during the last 
two sessions to tho students ut the Charing 
Cross Hospital Medical school, told the 
students that ho felt himself to bo In a 
place where he was not familiar with the 
subject upon which he was expected to 
speak. He came before them In tbo char- 
acter of a lawyer, but, although that 
might be a disqualification, ho could not 
help thinking that there was considerable 
affinity between law and medicine. Both 
professions called into play the same qual- 
ities, both required exorcise of tho great- 
est discretion, and both were the recipients 
of such confidences as he supposed none 
would like to Intrust to any one, except to 
tho doctor or the lawyer. The law had a 
great deal to do with medicine, for In al- 
most four out of every ten cases the assist- 
ance of medical experts was required, and 
tho testimony of such witnesses materially 
assisted courts of law and safeguarded the 
administration of justice. 


Ho felt a little envious of tho medical 


profession, because In the study of medi- 
cal science the field of discovery was a pro- 
gressive science. Could they say that with 
regard to the law? All they could say on 
that point was that they tried to apply the 
principles of justice upon the coses that 
came before the courts, but they really 
could make no more progress In justice 
than they could make In the discovery of 
01 Ithmetlc. If thuy could call bock ths 
old medical men of the last century, they 
would find thnt, owing to tho great prog- 
ress made In medical science, they would 
not bo able to follow their profession; but 
If they could call bock one of the judges o( 
tho eighteenth century and take him tc 
the law courts, ho would be ablo to try 
the cases as well as any of tho judges now 
on the bench, and probably bettor. Unfor- 
tunately In that respect there was a great 
distinction between the two professions. 


While tho medical profession was able tc 


greatly assist In the administration of jus- 
tice he cautioned the students not to em- 
bark on careers as medlcnl experts 
Aft- 


er a long experience he hod been forced to 
come to the conclusion that the medical 
man who want frequently as a witness In' 
to the law courts degenerated Into an ad- 
vocate and as a result found that his evi- 
dence did not receive quite ths same atten- 
tion and carry the same weight as that of 
the- man whose sole qualification was bis 
median! experience.—London Standard. 


TtaM la India. 


Clocks are regatdad as curiosities by the- 


Hlndoos, and for thin reason half a dozen 
or mo e timepieces are often found In the 
apartment* of the wealthy Hindoos. They 
are not used as timepiece*, but simply tor 
ornament, since the old fashioned way of 
telling the hour of the day in India, by cal- 
culating the number of bamboo lengths 
tlie sun has traveled above tho horizon, Is 
entirely natlsfuctory to tho natives, In the 
country police stations In India, where the 
European division of the hours Is observed, 
time Is measured by placing In a tub of 
water a copper pot In uhlch a small hole 
has been bored. It Is supposed that It will 
take one hour for tho water to loakflnto 
the pot so as to fill It and sink It 
When 


tho policeman sees that tho pot has disap- 
peared, he strikes the hour on a bell-like 
gong. If ho Is smoking or dozing, the cop- 
per pot may havo dlsuppoarod several min- 
utes before he discovers the fact, but tho 
hour is when he strikes the gong. —London 
Times.
